The summaries are prepared in an 
anonymous fashion, and allegations within each complaint are summarized as well as the content of 
responses given to complaints filed. The Commission discusses the matters to determine whether 
there is probable cause that a violation of the Broker Act and/or the Commission’s rules has taken 
place, and the Commission authorizes appropriate action. The matters to be presented include:

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Consent Order Log: The Consent Order log consists of a spreadsheet maintained by legal counsel 

which lists information about Consent Orders which have been authorized by the Commission at 

previous meetings and sent to Respondents but have not  yet been accepted. This log is maintained 

as a t r a c k i n g mechanism to ensure that any Consent Order which is not accepted is timely 

transferred to a litigating attorney to prepare the matter for a formal hearing.
